1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. 08/743,253, filed 10/21/96. A reference to the prior application must be 
inserted as the first sentence of the specification of this application or in an application 
data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the prior 
application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) or 120. See 37 CFR 1 .78(a). For benefit claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 120, the reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, 
divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications. Also, the current 
status of all nonprovisional parent applications referenced should be included.

It is requested that applicant update the status of the application. 
2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the clubs protruding 
form a course bag as is now claimed in claims 6 and 12 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
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sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Although the club is shown in broken lines in Figure 3, the course bag should 
also be clearly reflected.

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There isn't 
any brief description of Figures 4 and 5 nor of the features identified therein. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There isn't any proper antecedent basis in claim 6 for "the upper section", 
claimed in line 2 of claims 1 0 and 1 1 . It may be noted that an upper section is set forth 
in claim 7. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 6-8 and 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fehan, cited by applicant, in view of Nisbet and Wymore et al. 

Fehan teaches a golf club travel cover or bag for carrying and protecting a 
course golf bag 22 with clubs (20) protruding from the top of the bag. The bag includes 
a flexible outer shell including nylon with an access zipper (14) and may include a 
cushioning in the top to protect the club heads, as claimed. Although the bag does not 
include an outer strap for restraining the club heads within the bag, Nisbet teaches a 
golf bag cover with an outer strap located above the top of the bag. Furthermore, 
Wymore et al a nylon bag with a foam lining which has external straps at the upper end 
to compress the bag and foam against the contents of the bag to prevent movement. 
To have provided the bag of Fehan with such an external strap to compress the clubs to 
prevent movement during transportation would have been obvious in view of Nisbet and 
Wymore et al. Note the buckle on the strap of Nisbet 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 6 above, and further in view of Boles. 

To have formed the cushioning material of between 1/8 and 1 inch would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Boles for cushioning for clubs. Such will 
depend in part on the density of the foam material. 

7. Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 12 above, and further in view of Cordasco, Jr. 
cited by applicant. 
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To have secured sections of the strap on either side of the zipper opening and 
provided it with hook and loop fastener material for ease of securing would have been 
obvious in view of such teaching for a strap attachment on a golf bag cover by 
Cordasco, Jr. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. McConnell show other use of external strap on a bag. Sheppard, 
Jr. and Maekawa show other golf bag covers. The remaining patents were of record in 
applicant's parent application.
